The figures of births and deaths shown in th.ii statement 
for week ending the 15th Ootober 1949, relate to 177 
towns with an estimated population of 23,075 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 216 and their population is 
28,345 thousands. Thus 82% of the total number of towns 
representing 88% of the total population is covered in this 
statement, The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 18,258 and 9,009 representing birth and 
death rates of 41 * 1 and 20 ' 4 per thousand of the population 
respectively . 

(A) Indian Provinces . — The data here relate to 158 towns 
with an estimated population of 21,048 thousands. Informa- 
tion from Bihar and Assam oould not be included. The 
total number of towns is 191 and their population is 23,722 
thousands. Thus 83% of the total towns representing 89 '/ 0 
of the total population is oovorod. The numbers of births 
and deaths rocorded in those towns were 17,013 and 8,419 
representing birth and death rates of 42 0 and 20 -8 per 
thousand of the population respectively. The table at tbo end 


gives the position by provinces. 

The towns of Banaras, Mirzapur-Vindhyaohal, Sambha 
in U. P. and Nasik in Bombay reoorded high death rates oi 
50‘1, 54‘O52‘0, and 51 1 1 per thousand of the population 
respectively. In Banaias, Mirzapur-Vindhyaohal and Sam- 
bhal, the high death rates were mainly due to deaths fron 
fevers. None of the specified causes seems to he responsibl t 
for the high death rate in Nasik. 

(B) Unions and States . ~~ The data hero relate to 
19 towns with an estimated population of 2,027 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 24 and their population is 2,623 
thousands. Thus 79% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 77% of the total population is oovered. The 
numbers of births and deaths reoorded in th re towns*~wero 
1,245 and 848 representing birth and death rates of 31 '9 and 
16 7 per thousan l of the population respectively. No town 
reoorded a high death rate of 60 or over per thousand of the 
population.
